the first pad and second pad by a wire, and supplied with the first potential and second potential; 
and a third bus-bar and fourth bus-bar are arranged along the direction where the third pad and 
the fourth are arranged, arranged between a plurality of inner leads and the third and fourth pads, 
connected to the third pad and fourth pad by a wire, and supplied with the third potential and 
fourth potential, as recited in independent claim 11. Claims 12-22 are dependent upon 
independent claim 1 1 .
